In the days left to him aa the first private citizen ol 
the Republic, unlike Burke, he did not waste his strength 
in windy opposition or facetious controversy. He wrote 
no memoirs. “.Ityth my Historical sense, how could I be 
my own biographer,” he said. 
He exploited in no way 
hts wide fame, uttered no complaint, suffered no pity, 
displayed no vain glory/ It was as if a great gentle­ 
man, “weary bf the weight Of this unintelligible world,” 
sought his peace i t last in a quiet home luminous with 
love and perfect care, and sjiut out at last 
from 
the 
noises and the storm. From Urn sanctuary, day by day, 
it was given him to behold the processes of his own im­ 
mortality, as simple men and women gathered aljout his 
home and perceived in his wan ¡piaffe the poignant sym­ 
bol of their great days and the hi.-jtoric link forever bind­ 
ing them to noble enthusiasms. 
The very depth and dignity of his silence wofPthrough 
to the imagination of men, and when he spoke, the world 
stood at attention heartened to have knowledge that his
